Councilman Piper opposed. He did 
not believe it could be done, It would 
be impossible to run the department 
with six horses for $3000, to say no- 
thiog about extra horses. He would 
be glad to see the ashes collected, and 
believed teams of Street department 
could do it, as they delivered coal. 

Mayor Bryant—I did state I thought 
the receipts would be $2,500. Careful 
estimates convince me that they will be 
fully $3,500. The growth of Ward 
Two and of Atlantic will largely in- 
crease the work. He was willing to 
eliminate the ashes. It was not the 
duty of the Board of Health to 
come to the Council.

There is likely tobe 
a hot time in Congress when it comes 
to accepting the statue. Even Gov. 
Montague of Virginia did not have the 
**sand’’ to approve the act of the Legis- 
lature, but allowed it to become law 
without his signature. But why should 
there be any trouble about it? In his 
Charleston address last winter, Charles 
Francis Adams produced sufficient evi- 
dence that the right of a State to secede 
from the Union was taught in the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, when Lee 
was a cadet there, as an admitted 
doctrine of constitutional law. Lee 
was graduated in 1829, and as late as 
1840 the academy text book on the Con- 
stitation declared that ‘*the States may 
wholly withdraw from the Union,’’ 
that ‘‘the secession of a State from the 
Union depends on the will of the people 
of such state,’’ and so on with iteration. 
This was the doctrine taught Robert E. 
lee by the United States government 
itself during the administration of John 
Quincy Adams, and it was to the Con- 
stitution so interpreted that he owed 
allegiance. As the Springfield Republi- 
can says, the question arises whether 
the United States goverament had any 
just grievance against Robert E. Lee 
when, in 1861, he pat in practice the 
principles of constitutional law which 
had been taught him as an officer of 
the United States army. — Boston 
Courier. 


—Theré are in Naples a number of 
eats tbat live in the churches.

—The good people of;,¥ermont are 
reaping the whitlwind they sowed 
when they adopted a license law for 
the state. The first place to open up a 
licensed saloon was Middlebury. The 
opening night was Saturday night, 
April4. It wasa ‘‘howling’’ success. 
Women were insulted by drunkards, 
fights were frequent ia the bar-rooms 
and 11 warrants were issued for offenses 
against the law. The police force of 
the town was totally unable to cope 
with the reign of lawlessness. —Dedham 
Transcript. 


—In these days of strikes and de- 
mands for higher wages, some of which 
are of unreasonable character, It is well 
to remember that the operating ex- 
penses in all kinds of business, outside 
of wages are much higher than a few 
years ago. The April number of the 
Boston & Maine Messenger shows how 
railroads have been affected. During 
the year just ended the B. & M. pur- 
chased 61 locomotives at a cost of $811,- 
550. These if bought three years ago 
would have cost only $683,261; about 
20 per cent. less. The price of steel 
raila has advanced more than 50 per 
cent. Other railroad supplies have ad- 
vanced all the way from 20 to 80 per 
cent. By the way, the Boston & Maine 
has in progress and under considera- 
tion work in abolishing grade crossings 
estimated to cost over $6,000,000.

Apart from the patriotic 
sentimeut involved, there was the con- 
trolling commercial consideration that 
to slight the great enterprise of the 
Southwest, which is one of the best 
customers of Massachusetts for all that 
we produce in manufactures, would be 
bad business sense. To show a niggard- 
ly disposition in such a case would be 
to offend the people of a great section 
which buys of us many millioa dollars’ 
worth every year. No matter what is 
done with the money, its appropriation 
‘*makes us solid’’ with the Southwest. 
But it is to the next State government 
that the expenditure of this money is 
entrusted, and that is where the peril 
lies. If it is made to cover the cost of 
a big junket on the part of the Legisla- 
ture, it will be wasted, It must be 
put out in such manner as to give dis- 
tinction to Massachusetts at St. Louis 
and accomplish the purposes indicated 
by Gov. Bates. It can be frittered 
away, of course. The expenditure of 
the appropriation for the Chicago

where in 1867 Mitchell & Wendell 
their quarry a few hundred rods from 
Quincy avenue, along the creek to the 
deeper water where. vessels could re- 
ceive cargoes of stone,a standard-guage 
railroad is being constructed from the 
Fore River shipyard to East Braintree, 
the nearest point of the South Shore 
branch of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 

The road built by Mitchell & Wendell 
was a short one, only about seven- 
eighths of a mile, and it was_then the 
custom to load two flat cars with stone, 
and let them run slowly down the 
gentle grade, till they reached tide 
water, and when unloaded a pair of 
horses could easily pull them back to 
the quarry. 

They carried on the quarry and main- 
tained the road till 1870, when it was 
discontinued. About 1885 the quarry 
was again opened, and for some seven 
or eight years it was in use; but in 
1s09 the rails were sold te a shrewd 
dealer for $1,000, who made a good in- 
vestment in the old iron. Since then 
the line of track has become almost 
obliterated. 

Ever since the Fore River shipyard 
waa opened all the heaviest freights re- 
ceived there have been shipped by 
lighters from Boston at much ex!ra ex- 
pense and loss of time. The more so 
has this been evident since the heavy 
steel armor-plates for the United States 
battleships New Jersey and Rhode 
Islaud bave begun to come. 

In order to save this extra handling 
and iosure promptness of dispatch, the 
company proposed to connect the tracks 
in the yard with the Sovth Shore 
branch of the N. Y. N. HW. & H.R. R. 
at Braintree, by a short line, ani for 
the past month work bas been in pro- 


gress. 

This road enters the shipyard near the 
office building by crossing Quincy 
avenue and Howard avenue. In order 


to do this a dwelliog house and some 
smaller outbuildings, owned by Mr. 
Henry Faxon, near East Howard street 
were relocated, being in the direct line 
| of the track. 

The road is built at grade and crosses 
the Old Colony Street Railway Com- 
pany’s line near East Howard street. 
Itis 1 3-4 miles long, and when finished 
will open for industrial parposes 1,000 
‘acres of land and develop new red- 
granite quarry properties.

—The State of Virginia has named 
Robert E. Lee as one of ber distin- 
guished sons whose statue shall be 
placed in Statuary Hall in the Capitol, 
at Washington. There is likely tobe 
a hot time in Congress when it comes 
to accepting the statue. Even Gov. 
Montague of Virginia did not have the 
**sand’’ to approve the act of the Legis- 
lature, but allowed it to become law 
without his sigoature. But why should 
there be any trouble about it? In his 
Charleston address last winter, Charles 
Francis Adams produced sufticient evi- 
dence that the right of a State to secede 
from the Union was taught in the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, when Lee 
was a cadet there, as an admitted 
doctrine of constitutional law. Lee 
was graduated in 1829, and as late as 
1840 the academy text book on the Con- 
stitution declared that ‘‘the States may 
wholly withdraw from the Union,’’ 
that ‘‘the secession of a State from the 
Union depends on the will of the people 
of such state,'’ and so on with iteration. 
This was the doctrine taught Robert E. 
Lee by the United States government 
itself during the administration of John 
Quincy Adams, and it was to the Con- 
stitution so interpreted that he owed 
allegiance. As the Springfield Republi- 
can says, the question arises whether 
the United States goverament had any 
just grievance against Robert E. Lee 
when, in 1861, he pat in practice the 
principles of constitutional law which 
had been taught him as an officer of 
the United States army. — Boston 
Courier.

—In these days of strikes and de- 
mands for higher wages, some of which 
are of unreasonable character, it is well 
to remember that the operating ex- 
penses in all kinds of business, outside 
of wages are much higher than a few 
years ago. The April number of the 
Boston & Maine Messenger shows how 
railroads have been affected. During 
the year just ended the B. & M. pur- 
chased 61 locomotives at a cost of $811,- 
550. These if bought three years ago 
would have cost only $683,261; about 
20 per cent. less. The price of steel 
raila has advanced more than 50 per 
cent. Other railroad supplies have ad- 
vanced all the way from 20 to 80 per 
cent. By the way, the Boston & Maine 
has in progress and under considera- 
tion work in abolishing grade crossings 
estimated to cost over $6,000,000. 
—Gardner Journal. 


—The labor committee of the legis- 
lature has reported a genera! eight-hour 
law fur all public employes in the 
State, county, city or town. The bill 
deserves an early death, by the way, 
the labor committee is in danger of 
overworking iteelf.—Garduver Journal. 


—Among the important bills pending 
in the Legislature is one presented by 
the Massachusetts Prison association, 
and endorsed by many other organiza- 
tions, providing for the establishment 
of an intermediate industrial school for 
boys from 15 to 18, now imprisoned in 
large sumbers with matare criminals.

To show a niggard- 
ly disposition in such a case would be 
to offend the people of a great section 
which buys of us many millioa dollars’ 
worth every year. No matter what is 
done with the money, its appropriation 
‘*makes us solid’’ with the Southwest. 
Bat it is to the next State government 
that the expenditure of this money is 
entrusted, and that is where the peril 
lies. If it is made to cover the cost of 
a big junket on the part of the Legisla- 
ture, it will be wasted. It must be 
put out ia such manner as to give dis- 
tinction to Massachusetts at St. Louis 
and accomplish the purposes indicated 
by Gov. Bates. It can be frittered 
away, of course. The expenditure of

Bistory is repeating itself in the 
vicinity of the Fore River shipyard, for 
where in 1867 Mitchell & Wendell 
constructed a gravity-railroad from 
their quarry a few hundred rods from 
Quincy avenue, along the creek to the 
deeper water where. vessels could re- 
ceive cargoes of stone,a standard-guage 
railroad is being constructed from the 
Fore River shipyard to East Braintree, 
the nearest point of the South Shore 
branch of the N. ¥., N. H. & H. R. R. 

The road built by Mitchell & Wendell 
was a short one, only about seven- 
eighths of a mile, and it was_then the 
custom to load two flat cars with stone, 
and let them run slowly down the 
gentle grade, till they reached tide 
water, and when unloaded a pair of 
horses could easily pull them back to 
the quarry. 

They carried on the quarry and main- 
tained the road till 1870, when it was 
discontinued. About 1885 the quarry 
was again opened, and for some seven 
or eight years it was ia use; but in 
1809 the rails were sold te a shrewd 
dealer for $1,000, who made a good in- 


vestment in the old iron. Since theo 
the line of track has become almost 
obliterated. 


Ever since the Fore River shipyard 
waz opened all the heaviest freights re- 
ceived there have been shipped by 
pense and loss of time. The more so 
has this been evident since the heavy 
steel armor-plates for the United States 
battleships New Jersey and Rhode 
ln order to save this extra handling 
company proposed to connect the tracks 
in the yard with the Sovth Shore 
branch of the N. Y. N. TW. & IL BR.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 6, 1903. 


Vetoes and corruption are the chief 
incidents of the legislative session this 
week. The situation in regard to each 
is unprecedented. Where are the law- 
ers of the senate and house tbat they 
do not expose the imperfections of the 


bills which Gov. Bates tinds so easily? 
The eighth veto has come in already 
and it is so well grounded tbat the 
members have no idea of opposing it. 
The governor picks them up on their 
faulty legislation and they must receive 
the criticism as meekly as possible, In 
addition to the lawyer of the house, 
and the members generally, who have 
their share of responsibility, there are 
the two committees of experts in each 
branch, the committees on bills in 
the third reading and’ on engrossed 
bills, and besides these, there are the 
two outside legal experts at the service 
of the senate and house respectively, — 
John FE. Abbott and Henry Childs Mer- 
win,—who are at the service of the 
members to see that their bills are 
properly drawn. Yet, with all this 
profusion of machinery to see that the 
everything is in parlimentary, legal and 
constitutional form, the governor finds 
that the bills are carelessly drawn, and 
that, for one reason or auother, they 
ought not to become laws. His grounds 
have been so well taken that the legis- 


lature has not yet contested a single 
veto.

Both of the members retlected 
upon by him, have risen to a question 
of personal privilege and make their 
explanation, Neither one said more 
than afew words about the principal 
subject of Mr. Lawler's statement. One 
of them said he desired au investiga-

tion. The other omitted to say any- 
thing about it. 
But that is ouly one case, The at- 


mcsphere of the state house is full of 
gossip of corruption as it never was 
before. -Instance after instance is men- 
tioned under the breath. Members of 
the legislature have evidence which is 
perfectly satisfactory to them of the 
guilt of their fellow members, but it 
is not of the sort which will hold ina 
court of law, and they are cautious 
abont beginning investigations which 
result in nothing. It is currently re- 
ported that a senatur has submitted to 
the governor five or six affidavits 
charging discreditable proceedings, to 
put it mildly, upon one of the mem- 
bers of the house. Gossip had already 
pointed to this member as one who 
made more or less of a practice of 
holding up measures in his committee 
as the price of his support. Only yes- 
terday I was told of a member who, 
when asked how it was that he coukl 
afford to go to the state house, re- 
plied that he could put in enough bills 
which he could get money on for with- 
drawing to make it pay. Still another, 
when asked to support the bill to legal- 
ize the height of Westminister Cham- 
bers, is reported to have replied: 
“‘What is there in it for me?"’ 

One charge current is that a member 
has tried to open negotiations on the 
score that he controlled a block of 
twenty-five votes. Various details are 
mentioned in different transactions. 
In no case is there evidence sufficient 
to warrant pushing matters to an ex- 
treme, yet there is current belief that 
the testimony is true. This year the 
sums concerned seem to be small, as 
far as they are mentioned, but there 
seems to bea more general desire to 
make something in a criminal way. 

Yet the men who are guilty are 
doubtless a few compared with the 
great number of honest men, Pe- 
titioners who are honest, complain 
and so_ their side of the story becomes 
current. Most of the members are 
doubtless fiee from suspicion, but 
there are enough who are guilty, ‘f 
current gossip is well founded, to dis- 
grace the legislature. Perhaps some 
of these ‘‘grafters’’ are suspected by 


their constituents. J’ossibly some of 
them have spotless reputations at 
home, At any rate, the districts have 


sufticient warning, every one in the 
state, not to send a representative 
again unless he is above suspicion, 

The senators who were declared to be 

in contempt and whose seats have been 
vacant for a week during their suspen- 
sion have complied with the order of 
the senate and have made their written 
apology. 
One of the surprises of the week has 
been the large vote yesterday of 155 to 
22 in favor of the constitutional amend- 
ment that specific amendments to the 
eunstitution must be submitted to the 
people upon petition of 50,000 voters. 
Che amendment is guarded in sucha 
way as to prevent the hasty adoption of 
amendments. Kut the tendency of the 
times toward a larger democracy 
great. One of the senators who is an 
employer of labor is much exercised 
over this popular tendency and says 
that the people would do away with 
the Legislature altogether, when he an- 
ticipates great injustice will be done to 
employers by the laws approved by the 
mass of the people. Itis true that 
growing apprebension is seen on the 
part of the conservatives and it would 
not be strange if this amendment were 
defeated before it reached the people.

In Favor of Boston. 


The city of Boston was given a ver- 
dict of $178,600 against the State last 
week in its suit to recover for ten 
acres of upland, beach aud flats taken 
by the Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
missivn on Deer Island on April 2, 1890.

Judge Wait awarded $100,000 damages, 
which with thirteen years and one 
month accrued interest brings the total 
award up to $178,600. The petition for 
assessment of damages was brought 
some years ago and was heard by Judge 
E. C. Bumpus of this city as auditor, 
who awarded the city $114,890, with 
interest from the date of the takings. 
The assessment of the jury is $14,890) 
less than that found by the auditor, on 
account of a court ruling that the city 
could not recover on account of the lo- \ 
cation of the sewer outfall within 100/ 
feet of the city's land.

—The outcome of tbe agitation for 
five-cent fares everywhere iu Boston is 
the establishment of a ‘‘five-cent zone’’ 
by the steam railroads ruoning into the 
suburbs on the south and west. In re- 
spect to the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad on the Old Colony 
system, as it was formerly known, now 
the Plymouth division, this zone ex- 
tends to Neponset or the limit of the 
city of Boston in that direction. On 
the Shawmut branch of this division 
the five-cent zone extends to Ashmont, 
on the Midland division as far as Dor- 
chester, while on the Providence divi- 
sion the limit is Jamaica Plain. By 
this order the rate of fare is not only 
lowered to many of these stations, but 
an interchangeable ticket is issued that 
can be used on any of the lines to 
which the new rate of fare applies. 
This will be a particular convenience 
to those who live between two divisions 
and who use first one line and then the 
other in going back and forth from the 
city. Probably tbe result of this reduc- 
tion of fare and pew rule in regard to 
interchangeable tickets will materially 
increase the business done at some of 
the stations in the new five-cent zone, 
But this is only the beginning. Trolley 
line competition must sooner or later 
bring all points within the limits of 
the city of Boston into the five-cent 
zone. —Boston Beacon. 


—It is claimed now by eminent bac- 
teriologists,of New York, who have been 
investigating for many months past, 
that cancer is due to chemical changes 
in the blood and is not due to a para- 


site as has been quite generally be- 
lieved. This may bea valuable dis- 
covery if it proves true, but we don't 


understand that it will render cancer 
any the less dangerous.

The 
court declared that counties, cities and 
towns stand upon the same fvuoting as 
private or quasi-public corporations, 
and cannot be compelled to pay more 
than its market value for any property 
or labor. This would seem to be good 
sense as well as good law.—Milford 
Gazette. 


—Io Lynn, Mass., 24,000,000 pa‘rs of 
shoes were made last year; in Brock- 
ton, 17,000,000 pairs, and in Haverhill 
12,000 pairs. These three cities, there- 
fore, turned out enough shoes to sup- 
ply one pair for two-thirds of the pop- 
ulation of the country.

vtherwise, ascertain the proportionate interests 
of the wortgagor or mortgagee respectively im 
in suid estates, and sball assess the same accord- 
ny li, in apy year, such statement is net 
brought in, the tax for that year oo such real 
estete shali not be invalid merely for the reason 
hat the interest of the mortgagee therein bas 
not been assessed to him.—Sect. 45, Chap. 12, 
Revised Laws. 

When a statement in conformity to the law 
above quoted is brought in, the real estate 
therein returned will be assessed under Sects. 
16, 17 and iS of Chap. 12 of the Revised Laws. 
Lut in cases where the mortgago of the real 
est hus agreed in writing to pay all taxes 
thereon, no statement or return is 
mquired trom cither the mortgagee or mort- 
gayor uuless requesied by the assessors in 
wiiling.

while it looks as if the delicate and ex- 
pansive issue of revision of the corpo- 
ration laws might be treated in the 
same way this year, The people paid 
too much for coal last winter and were 
too much incensed at the outrageous 
extortion of the coal dealers to be pla- 
cated by a do-nothing policy. Conse- 
quently the house gave itself to serious 
consideration of this question with uo- 
usual sincerity. The able legal lights of 
the house were largely against the bill. 
Evidently they did not sympathize with 
the purpose to prevent trade combina- 
tions, fur they gave vever a hint how 
to improve the bill, but raked it fore 
and aft with their destructive criticism. 
The bill was in a_ perilous position. 
Coal combinations were aimed at aud 
were the basis of the iustructions of the 
legislature to bring in a bill to remedy 
such evils as we had last winter. But 
ifacoal bill alone were presented it 
would be unconstitutional, for it would 
be class legislation. If it were made 
general, as it was by advice of Attorney 
General Varker, then it would sweep 
into its broad net all agreements to 
regulate prices and call out the eutburst 
of opposition from ali trades,—which It 
actually did. 

On the first vote the bill was ordered 
toa third reading by 72 to 43, or only 
nine majority. Meanwhile  preasure 
began to come in from business men and 
newspaper editorials all along the line. 
It looked very much as if the bill would 
be defeated. In order to save some- 
thing valuable, its friends consented to 
limit it to the‘necessaries of life,’’ in- 
stead of ‘‘any article of merchandise’’ 
and to exempt owoers of agricultural 
products and live stock when in the 
hands of the producers and raisers, 
With those concessions to the opposi- 
tion, the bill was passed to be engrossed 
by 96 to G4 and 19 pairs. This was 
doing better than its friends feared 
before the vote was taken. The Senate 
passed the bill without debate, just as 


it came from the committee, before it 
went to the house. Ifence it must re- 
turn to the Senate for concurrence in 


the amendments. Some say that ‘the 
amendments have made it worthless. 
Its friends believe that it will be strong 
to hold over the head of any extor- 
tiouers and that the courts may well 
be trusted to decide what are neces- 
sities of life. It remains to be seen 
whethor this proves to be the most im- 
portant legislation ef the session or is 
a fiasco, At any rate, it is all that re- 
mains of the popular indignation 
against the coal dealers of consequence, 
for the municipal fuel yard amendment 
has been killed in the house by failnre 
to get the necessary two-thirds’ vote 
and it will probably not be as strong 
again for years as it was just after the 
coal famine. 

One of the great measure of previous 
years has been quietiy chloroformed 
this year. This was the petition fora 
mill .ax for the support of public 
schools. Mr. Newton of Everett, head 
of the judiciary committee, was the 
chief petitioner. The education com- 
mittee reported reference to the next 
legislature, This report was accepted 
without opposition because some otber 
measure Is expected to offer a more 
satisfactory solution of the problem of 
aid to the schools in the poorer towns 

More conservatism has been shown in 
matter of direct nominations than 
might have been expected from the 
success of the method in the Suffolk 
senatorial districts and the rush to ex- 
tend it which was shown early in the 
session. The house was strongly for 
the extension of the system to nomina- 
tion for Congress, to county officers, to 
senatorial districts which lie whully in 
one city and to others upon yote of the 
municipalities interested, and to mem- 
bers of the state committee of the 
different parties, But the senate took 
a different view, though it did not de- 
bate the watter much, as it has never 
debated matters much this year. They 
rejected the bill and on a motion yes- 
terday to reconsider, they refused by 
vote of 13 to 16. This gives one year 
more for experiments under the law as 
it is. 

After sharp discussion, the house 
voted this afternoon for the bill to tax 
railroad locations in the municipality 
where they are situated, instead of 
taxing them with the general corpora- 
tion tax and then distributing the tax 
to cities and towns, according to the 
residence of stockholders. Under pres- 
ent law, Brookline gets $55,000 of this 
tax money, and Everett gets but $291, 
yet the railroad mileage in each is 
about the same. ‘The house did not

The quarries of the Granite Railway 
Co. were among the first to be opened 
in Quincy, dating back to 1826 at tae 
time of the building of the first in- 
corporated railroad in America, sections 
of which are still intact at their works. 
Since that time new property has been 
acquired, so that the compaoy now con- 
trols 21 acres of quarry land. It is of 
the extra dark kind and without ques- 
tion the best gravite 
Quincy, 

The methods of quarrying, handling 
and fioishing granite in those days 
was crude and necessarily slow. Now 
steam, and compressed air enter largely 
into the work and blocks of granite 
weighing many tons are handled 
easily as the smallest block in the olden 
times. 

Although of late years the plant has 
been considered a well equipped one it 
was decided some mouths ago to make 
certain additions aod 
These were hastened somewhat by the 
burning of their engine house which 
stood near the line of the first railroad. 

A new has been built 
and is located some distance to the west 
of the old building. 
is of brick and its dimensions are 40 by 
30 feet. In this there has been install- 
ed a 125-horse power boiler which gen- 
erates the steam for an engine and air 
compressor in the same building, but 
separated from the boiler by a thick 
brick, wall, 

The improvements have also extended 
to their guaarries. New boilers and 
hoisters have been installed which en- 
able the large blocks of granite to 
handled easily. A 125-horse power 
rboile furnishing steam for six hvisters 
located in the different quarries, 
addition to the compressed air hoister. 
There is also a large blacksmith shop 
on the quarries where tools are sharpen- 
ed and repairs made, Several new and 
powerful derricks have also been added 
to the equipment. 

The old incline railroad used io the 
early days to transport granite from the 
quarries to the sheds, and iu fact in 
constant use up to within a few months 
has been abandoned, and now all 
granite is loaded onto cars of the 
tracks 
trom which ruo to every quarry, and 
transported to the cutting plant by this 
method. 

No up-to-date plant is considered 
complete without a telephone. Besides 
being connected with the public ex- 
change a private line has been installed. 
This connects the quarry engine house 
and office at the works with Supt. An- 
derson’s office at Quincy. 

All of these improvements have been 
made since the advent of Luther S, 
Anderson as superintendent and general 
manager of the company.

Rev. Father Friguglietti. 


Rev. Francis A. Friguglietti, the 
beloved pastor of St. Jobn’s church 
died shortly before midnight Wednesday 
His death was not unexpected as he has 
failed rapidly during the past few days. 

Rev. Francis A. Friguglietti was born 
in Naples, Italy, Oct. 19, 1837, and was 
educated and finished his sacerdotal 
studies in the Franciscan monastery. 

He came to the Boston diocese in 1864 
and was stationed with Rey. Fr. Fionotti 
at Brookline. He was afterward trans- 
ferred to the Gate of Heaven church iu 
South Boston as curate to Rey. James 
F. Suilivan. In 1808 when failing 
health compelled Fr, Sullivan to change 
to a less arduous parish Fr. Frigugtietti 
accompanied him to Quincy, where he 
has since remained. 

Rev. Fr. Sullivan died in the latter 
part of 1871, and Fr. Francis, as he is 
familiarly called by his parishioners, 
was appointed pastor of the Quincy 
parish. 

His first work was to enlarge St. 
J6un’s cbureh by building wings on 
either side. Scarcely had work beguao 
when the panic of 1873 occurred. 
Nothing daunted, however, be kept at 
his work, and in spite of the three 
long and disastrous strikes which im- 
provished many of his tlock, be finished 
the church. 

Next came the building of the paro- 
chial residence on Gay street, additions 
to St. Mary’s church at West Quincy, 
and soon afterward chapels at Atlantic, 
South Braintree and later Hougbs Neck. 

For a long time Fr. Fraocis was 
practically alone but of late years he 
bas had the assistance of several 
curates. Much of the work of the 
parish, however, has devolved on him, 
and his efforts have told upon him io 
later years. 

A few years ago St. Mary’s church 
was set off asa separate parish, and 
given in charge of Rev. Ambrose F. 
Roche, who was at one time a curate 
under Fr. Francis.

Notable Funeral. 


St. John’s church, the largest in 
uincy, was not large enough to accom- 
modate all those who desired to attend 
the funeral services on Monday of Rev. 
Francis A. Friguglietti, the beloved 
pastor of the church for 32 years. The 
interior of the church, usually so bright 
and cheerful in color, was shrouded in 
darkness, the heavy mourning draperies 
of black which were festooned about 
casting a gloom over the edifice. 

In front of the high altar, in a black 
broadcloth covered casket, opened so as 
to show the body at full length, lay all 
that remained of him who for so many 
years had labored for and watched over 
the people of Catholic faith in Quincy. 
The body was robed in the purple vest- 
ments, and in the hand was a gold 
chalice, while the altar was bright with 
many candles, 

The casket containing the body was 
brought from the parochial residence to 
the church at 2.30 Suuday’ afternoon. 
The procession was led by Rev. John 
J. Casey carrying the cross, and was 
followed by the altar boys. Following 
the body were the clergy, Rev. John P. 
Cuffe, Rev. Julian E. Johnstone, Rev. 
William J. Foley, Rev. Francis Walsh 
of Salem, and Rev. Daniel C. Reardon 
of Middleboro. 

As the procession entered the church, 
and the body was placed before the high 
altar, the clergy chanted the ‘‘ Office of 
the Dead.”’ 

From that time on until Monday 
at 10 o’clock the body lay in state 
guarded by delegations from the three 
divisions of Ancient Order of Hiberni- 
ans, the Knights of Columbus and 
Quincey Court of Foresters. 

All through the long afternoon and 
evening there was a constant line of 
people passing down the broad aisle and 
out by the side aisle.

Billboards. 


The enactment and approval of the 
bill giving to park commissioners au- 
thority to forbid the distigurement of 
the view from public parks and park- 
ways by offensive billboard advertising 
is a long step towards the protection of 
the esthetic rights of the people. There 
is no danger that the authority thus 
conferred will be abused. As the At- 
torney-General stated in his official re- 
ply to the inquiry of Speaker Meyers 
last year: ‘‘An advertisement upon pri- 
vate land anywhere may bea _ public 
nuisance. Ia every case it would be a 
question of what is reasonable under 
This bill does not 
authorize any except reasonable rules. 
It wisely leaves it to the local boards to 
formulate the rules, as these should 
vary according to the needs of the par- 
ticular locality. Since it lies with the 
Supreme Court ultimately to determine 
whether any particular rule is reason- 
aole, there can be no violation of the 
Constitution in this enactment.’? We 
may expect that the powerconferred by 
this act will be exercised not only ju- 
diciously, but vigorously and promptly 
and that the coming seasou will see the 
end of the nightmare of billboard hor- 
rors about our parks. But this is only 
the beginning of the reform. We need 
to clear this nuisance out of our city 
streets. The people have the same 
right to the enjoyment of the beauty 
and the decency of their public high- 
ways as tothe freedom of annoyance 
on their park reservations. But the 
abomination of lofty, towering struc- 
tures along the streets in the residen- 
tial section, covered with the most 
atrocious advertising placards and con- 
trivances, has already become intoler- 
able.

Benjamin Johnson. 


Mr. Benjamin Johnson for many 
years one of Quincy’s well known and 
active business men died Friday at 
his home on Mill street, after an illness 
of several months’ duration. He was 80 
years of age and leaves a widow, a son 
and daughter, 

Mr. Johnson has been connected with 
the lumber business all of his life. He 
isa son of Charles Johnson, a native 
of Jackson, Maine, who was engaged in 
the lumber business in Orono, Maine, 
and built some of the first mills erect- 
ed on the Penobscot river, and in his 
time was one of the most prominent 
lumbermen in that section of the state. 

In 1837, in Galveston, Texas, where 
he had gone with a shipment of lumber 
he was murdered, and his death threw 
the responsibility of providing for the 
family on Benjamin Johnson, his eldest 
son. The latter, at that time only 14 
years of age, went to work at lumber- 
ing and remained in a subordinate 
position until he became familiar with 
the industry. 

In 1848 he began buying large tracts 
of timber on his own account and con- 
verting it into lumber. For many years 
he was a member of the firm of Palmer 
& Johnson, which cut from twenty to 
thirty million feet of lumber annually, 
employing at times more than 300 men. 

May 1, 1879, he came to Quincy and 
bought the lumber yard at the foot of 
Mill street, bordering on tide water, 
and be has since effected vast changes 
in way of improvement to the property. 
Here he owned over ten acres and his 
lumber yards and the buildings required 
in the business cover about four and 
one-fourth acres,

Rarely do resulutions upon the death 
of a legislator have the air of frank- 
ness and sincerity more than those 
adopted upon the death of Rev. 
Frederick O, MacCartney of Rockland, 
one of the socialist members of the 
house. He was never sparing in his 
denunciation of the two great parties. 
Yet, in his condemnation of capitalism, 
he was never bitter personally and the 
members respected him. Yet, the 
resolutions were unusually frank in 
putting his position strongly, though 
the members would not accept it per- 
sonally. His life purpose was said to 
be ‘‘the uplifting and advancement of 
the laboring classes.’’ One sentence 
was this: ‘‘Believing, as he did, that 
the present organization of society is 
wrong, that it lavishes privileges upon 
the rich and denies justice to the poor, 
he made ceaseless warfare upon it,’’ 
Bat who would have sapposed that his 
opponents would have admitted it in 
such clear terms? Another surprising 
sentence was this: ‘‘By his sincerity, 
his courage, his ability, his eloquence, 
his love for his fellow men, and his 
loyalty to truth, he commanded, as he 
deserved, the respects of his associates 
of the House of Representatives and of 
all men everywhere.’’ That is high 
praise, but it was deserved, and the 
frank recognition vf MacUartney’s 
merit thereby puts before the people, 
inevitably, the cause which he served 
iu a better light than would be accorded 
by the average citizen without this 
testimony of a life which his opponents 
cordially conceded to be well worthy of 
admiration, ; 

The house enacted yesterday the Luce 
bill for joint caucuses of all political 
parties and the bill fur the distribution 
of the income of the state school fund 
in such a way as to aid the small 
towns. The Luce bill is mandatory! 
upon Boston and optional for all other 
cities. This experiment in politics 
will be watched witha great deal of 
interest, for if it succeeds, it means a 
revolution in details of our political 
operations. The school relief bill will 
apply to about 200 of the small towns 
in the state and it is expected to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the annual petition 
for a milltax for the benefit of the poor 
towns. The leading’ petititioner for 
the mill tax was Representative Newton 
of Everett, the chairman of the house 
judiciary committee, and he was so 
well satisfied with the other bill that 
he made no effort whatever for his own 
petition after the bill was reported, 

The practice of direct nominations, 
doiug away with conventions, has been 
extended by applying it to the three 
congressional districts in Boston,—the 
9th, 10th and 11th,—and to the council- 
lor districts which are in Suffolk 
county. This application of the prin- 
ciple where population is dense vives a 
favorable opportunity to test it, and it 
can be extended to the sparsely settled 
districts whenever it is desired. 

Today workmen are busy erecting a 
grand stand in front of the state house 
for use next week Thursday at the 
dedication of the Hooker monument. 
It occupies the larger part of’ the state 
house grounds in front and will accom- 
modate thousands of people. None 
like it has been erected there since the 
reception to Admiral Dewey after his 
return from Manila, The legislature is 
credited with a desire to hang on until 
the dedication, and it looks as if they 
would succeed. 

In spite of the efforts of the auto- 
mobilists to secure permission to drive 
through the country roads ata high 
rate of speed have failed. They wanted 
to be allowed to run at the rate of 20 
miles an hour outside of thickly settled 
places, but the house bas cut them 
down to 15, while in thickly settled 
places, the maximum is 10 miles in- 
stead of the 12 they wanted. Licenses 
must be secured and the public is 
evidently determined that these 
monarchs of the road shall acknowledge 
a master and recognize that some other 
people have rights which they are 
bound to respect. 

The bill to repeal the liquor law 
under which sales were made in Lowell 
in the original packages was reported 
without any opposition and will be 
passed unanimously, There are some 
measures of morality which no drinker 
has the cheek to oppose, and this is 
one of them. There was never the 
slightest possibility that the law could 
stand, and Gov. Bates’s message 
clinched the matter. 

Speakership politics are injected into 
house debates somewhat and Mr. Ben- 
nett of Saugus bas been ruffled as one 
of the candidates. Speaker Myers has 
not given his decision yet, but six 
candidates are in the field. Mr. Taft 
of Worcester is, in the opinion of some 
good judges, the best man qualified 
for the place. Rule. 


Notes and Comments. 


Norfolk county papers are pleased 
with the suggestion to reproduce the 
birthplace of President John Adams 
at the St. Louis fair. 


An increase of sixty-six per cent. in 
State tax upon cities and towns this 
year is not calculated to impress upon 
the taxpayers a great regard for the 
Legislature of 1903, which bas sigually 
failed in many ways. ‘The best thing 
the Gencral Court has done is to sustain 
Gov. Bates in his vetoes. 

The State tax of Quincy will be $16- 
925, against $10,155 last year. The in- 
crease of $6,770 means an increase of 
about thirty-four cents in the Quincy 
tax rate. There will probably be an 
increase also in Metropolitan assess- 
ments and County tax. 


It is not likely that the Quincy Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company will 
accept the latest proposition of Mayor 
Bryant relative to street lighting con- 
tract. Ultimatums accompanied by a 
threat are not often popular, and we do 
not believe that the citizens eadorse 
such a procedure, 

The ofticials of the Electric Light 
Company have told us that they were 
lighting the city on a very narrow 
margin of profit, and that they could 
not afford to make a reduction of ten 
per cent, especially wages and 
coal have advanced and three shifts in- 
stead of two were required at the plaut. 
They are willing further to submit 
their books to the Mayor or to refer 
the contract to the Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners. 

We do not understand that any effort 
has been made by the city authorities 
to ascertain whether other cities are 
lighted by companies for less, or on 
more advantageous contracts. If figures 
have been obtained they should be 
made public, for they would strengthen 
the Mayor’s side. One of the Council- 
men stated at the meeting this week 
that he had made an investigation, and 
found that Quincy instead of paying 
above the average was actually getting 
its lights below the average. 

Quincy people would like to see an 
actual conferenve on the part of the 
city and the company, and the ques- 
tion of ‘price considered on its merits, 
without threats of any kind. Taxpay- 
ers want to see the city lighted as 
economically as possible, and second, 
they desire that the Electric Light 
Company shall prosper and pay divi- 
dends to stockholders, who are largely 
residents. Again, the company pays a 
large tax to the city, not only upon its 
plant, but its street lamps, etc. The 
recent expensive improvements made 
by the company, including new street 
lights voluntarily installed, show that 
the company is endeavor to give the 
best possible service. The city appro- 
priation for street lighting has already 
been made, as recommended by the 
Mayor, so that, however, the contract 
is made it will not affect the tax rate 
this year, 

No one but the City Council can re- 
voke the locations granted for street 
lights, and the Council alone has 
authority to grant locations to the Kit- 
son Company or any other Company. 
The City Council has authority to 
order out the so-called exhibition 
lamps in City Square. We hardly

The sun, which had been in obscurity 
nearly all last week, came out bright 
and clear Saturday noon, seemingly in 
honor of the raising of the American 
flag over the birthplace of President 
John Adams. The flag raising was 
under the auspices of Adams chapter 
Daughters of the Revolution whose

headquarters are at the house, and 
proved a most happy affair. 

Many distinguished people were 
present at the flag raising. These in- 


cluded Goy, John L, Bates and Mrs. 
Bates, Rev. L, B, Bates, Major Hooper 
acd Major Clark of Gov. Bates’ staff. 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams, Mrs. 
Adams and Miss Elsie Adams, Mr. and 
Mrs. Brooks Adams, Mrs. Heath, State 
regent of the Daughters, Dr. William 
Everett, Rey. Ellery C. Butler, Rev. 
Edwin N. Hardy, Rey. Merrill C. Ward, 
Rev. C. H. Crathern, Judge E. Gran- 
ville Pratt, John P. S. Churcbill, Lieut. 
John Downs, and Col. Charles I. 
Porter. 

The Governor and party arrived at 
Quincy Adams at 2.50 and were met by 
Mrs. N. V. ‘Titus regent of Adams 
chapter. The guests took carriages for 
the birthplaces of the President and as 
they entered the grounds were received 
by a squad from Paul Revere Post S$ 
G. A. R., under command of Com- 
mander John W. Hersey, who stood at 
present, 

On the lawn were bundreds of invited 
friends, while the streets"on both sides 
of the house were lined with people on 
foot and in carriages, Several of the 
neighbors displayed flags and enter- 
tained. ‘The special guests were 
escorted to a platform in the southwest 
coruver of the lot near where the flag- 
pole had been erected. On the opposite 
side of the ground was the Quincy 
band which played during the after- 
noon. 

Mrs. Titus opened the exercises by 
extending a welcome to those who had 
gathered to see the American flag raised 
for the first time over the historic 
birthplace. She then introduced the 
Governor, 

Gov. Bates said it was no task but a 
privilege for him to say a word at the 
beginning of these exercises. The 
occasion and surroundings tell a more 
eloquent story than it was possible for 
him to do. If there is any place where 
the stars and stripes belong it is over 
these old homes, the birthplaces of two 
men who have had much to do inshap- 
ing the destiny of the United States. 
It wassuch menas John Adams who 
made Lexington, Concord and Bunker 
Hill possible. 

He was one who not only signed, but 
urged with all the strength he 
possessed, the constitution. He was 
one of the few who at that time had 
written of the possible development 
here of a nation of English blood. He 
felt sure a great nation would result. 
How well bas his and other predictions 
been fulfilled, 

Jobn Quincy Adams also determined 
very much the course and future of the 
nation. After holding the highest office 
in the gift of the nation, he went back 
to the halls of Congress to bea counsel- 
lor as long as he lived. He urged the 
nation on to the great contest which 
made the nation of states an inde- 
structable union, This was an old flag 
as flags go, older than the flag of most 
other nations, yet young when compared 
with the age of nations. 

Gov. Bates remarks 
hearty applause, 

Miss Elsie Adams, a daughter of 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams, then 
stepped forward, and assisted by Asa 
A. Pope and Luther Parrott of Paul 
Revere Post, both of whom were Kear- 
sarge veterans, hoisted the flag to the 
masthead. As it reached the masthead 
Miss Adams gave the halliards a slight 
pull and the flag was unfurled, as the 
band played the ‘‘ Star Spangled Ban-

The ships of te Vermont class, as 
they are officialk designated, are to be 
450 feet long on;be waterline and 456 
feet 4 inches. lng overall, which is 
about 15 feet onger than our next 
largest battleshis—those of the New 
Jersey class, of rhich the New Jersey 
and Rhode Islad, building at Fore 
River are nearestto completion. 

The moulded lreadth is 76 feet 5 and 
one-half inches nd the extreme width 
outside the arme, 76 feet 10 inches. 
With a depth of (6 feet these gigantic 
steel hulls will daw 24 feet 5 inches of 
water, when twothirds of the stores 
and supplies are board. 

There are seya decks in the Ver- 
mont—the upper deck, which is the 
superstructure; te main, guo, berth 
and protective deks; aod upper and 
lower platforms, which are occupied 
largely by magaznes and storerooms. 
Six turrets—big mes forward and after, 
and a smaller oncat each corner of the 
superstructure—yill carry the heavier 
pieces of the arnament, which is to be 
the most formiddle ever put afloat. 

The main battry consists of four 12- 
inch breach-loadng rifles, two in each 
of the main turnts; eight S-inch rifles, 
two in each of tle lesser turrets; and 
twelve 7-inch rifes, the latter placed 
on the gun deck and constituting the 
principal broadsde battery. 

The secondarybattery is made up of 
20 83-inch fourten-pounder rapid fire 
guns of 50 calilre, 12 three-pounder 
and six one-pomder semi-automatic 
rapid fire guns, tso 3-inch field pieces, 
two 3-calibre machine guns and six 30- 
calibre automatics, 

There are no superimposed turrets 
such as the ships of the New Jersey 
class have, but o: top of each of the 
single turrets is me of the semi auto- 
matic pieces—a tiree-pounder over the 
12-inch rifles anda one-pounder above 
the 8-inch rifles. 

Furthermore, there is a step beyond 
what has ever beer done in the past; 
each of the large steam cutters—one 36 
feet long and the ether 50—will have a 
30-calibre automatic gan permanently 
fixed in it. 

With this tremenious armament there 
must, of course, be correspondingly 
heavy armor. Ths main belt, along 
the water line, which is the most vul- 
nerable point, wiere a shot wound 
could do the greatst damaye by start- 
ing a serious lak or crippling the 
machines that ire the ship’s vital 
organs, is nine fet three inches wide 
amidships, tapeing’to about eight 
feet at stem and jtern, and nine inches 
thick for 284 feetof its length, reduced 
in three reductiois to four inches at 
the ends.

The conning tower and its shield are 
nine inches thick. The communica- 
tion tube, through which the conning 
tower is reached, and which shelters 
the speaking tubes and wires, is six 
inches in thickness, and so is the 
signal tower, which stands under the 
afte: bridge. All of the 3-inch guns 
are sheltered behiod two-inch nickel 
steel and the steel deck all over the 
ship is half-inch plating. 

The protective deck is covered with 
nickel steel plates an inch and a half 
thick on the flat and three inches on 
the slopes and is backed with three 
inches of teak wood which would act as 
a cushion and break the force of a shot 
blow, preventing the cracking of the 
armor if, by any chance, it should be 
struck at just the right angle for such 
a mishap. 

As if this were not enough, 28 tons 
of cornpith cellulose are stored back of 
the plating along the waterline in a 
cofferdam seven feet high and 30 inches 
wide. Should a shot pierce the ship’s 
skin sufficiently to let in the sea, the 
contact of the water would immediately 
swell the cellulose and stop the leak 
until the vessel could be hauled out and 
her plating renewed. Furthermore, the 
double bottom is divided by watertight 
bulkheads in such a way that the ship} 
is practically unsinkable.

has well said no place in the United 
States is more appropriate for a flag 
than this, These two houses are now 
most appropriately occupied.

Its generating 
plant, for example, consists of eight 
100 kw. 125-volt machines and not only

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, June 24, 1903. 

This last Wednesday of the session 
finds the senate and house with very 
short calendars, while Gov. 
absent in Harvard atteading commence- 
ment. Of course this business prevent- 
ed him from reading bills, and as to- 
morrow is Hooker day, the prorogation 
of the legislature caunot occur till Fri- 
day. ‘ 
Most important of action in the legis- 
lature today bas been that upon the 
bill to require licenses to be obtained 
by dealers in coal and coke. ‘This is 
the last relic of all the legislation 
which has been proposed in the General 
Court growing out of the coal strike. 
Municipal fuel yards were ruled out on 
the ground of unconstitutionality. The 
first general bill in restraint of trade 
combinations suffered the same fate. 
This alone is left, and itis quite pos- 
sible that it will fail. 

The contest between the governor and 
the senate on one side and the majority 
of the house on the other over the 
question of a general or special bill for 
trust companies has ended ina defeat 
for the house side of the affair. Mr, 
Hunt was the leader of the house in 
the matter and he got his support from 
strong personal and corporation inter- 
ests which were anxious for the passage 
of special bills before the passage of a 
general bill next year. Bates has 
opposed this anticipation of 
legislation. On this principle he vetoed 
the bill for the incorporation of the 
Commercial trust company. The house 
reversed its position and supported 
the veto, but when the question came 
up of concurring with the senate in 
passing a bill instead of a special bill 
for the incorporation of the Terminal 
trust company, the house insisted upon 
its original position and refused to 
concur with the senate. The senate 
insists also, and conseyuently, since a 
new conference committee has not been 
asked for, the matter fails. 

The governor fails to this extent, 
that no general bill is passed this year, 
bat a report for such a bill is due next 
year and overything must wait till that 
time. But it seems today absolutely 
impossibe to pass any special legisla- 
tion whatever hereafter. In that light

Braintree mourns the loss of one of 


High School Graduates.

death of Hon. Asa French, who died at High school—60 in the four-year course 


bis residence on Tuesday evening. He 
had been in poor health for some time. 

The subjact of this sketch was born 
in Braintree, Oct. 21, 1829, and was the 
son of Jonathan and Sarah B. Hayward. 
The doctrine of heredity may be said 
to be well exemplified here, for his 
ancestors, among the dirst who settled 
in this town, were all prominent in 
town affairs and held positions of trust. 

He received his education in the 
public schools, was prepared for college 
at Leicester Academy at Worcester, and 
was graduated at Yale in 1851. 

The stady of law attracted him, and 
he attended the Albany Law School, 
and finally took his degrees of L. L. B. 
in 1853 at Harvard ; after which he was 
associated with David A. Simmons and 
Harry Jewell, at Boston. 

He was admitted to practice in the 
Supreme Court at Albany, N. Y., and 
afterward at Buston, where he bas 
always had an office. 

Always holding his residence at 
Braintree, he has been one of the fore- 
most in town affairs, and even when 
arraigned on the unpopular side, his 
voice was attentively listened to when 
lifted in town meetings. 

In 1866 he was elected Representative 
to the General Court, and at their 
founding was elected chairman of the 
board of trustees of both the Thayer 
Library and Thayer Academy, which 
positions he bas held to his death. 

In 1870 he was appointed District 
Attorney for the Southeastern district, 
to fill the vacancy rendered vacant by 
the resignation of Edward L. Pierce, 
and being reelected by the voice of the 
people, he filled this position until he 
resigned in October, 1882. He was 
then tendered the appointment of Jus- 
tice of the Superior Court, but de- 
clined, and was appointed judge of the 
Court of Alabama Claims at Washing- 
ton, which difficult position he occu- 
pied with credit to himself and honor 
to his country. 

In 1883 he was placed by President 
Artburupon the annual board uf visitors 
to the West Point Military academy, 

At the conclusion of his duties at 
Washington, he resumed his private 
practice in Boston which he continued 
to his death. 

Mr. French was married in June, 
1855, to Miss Ellen Clizbe of Amster- 
dam, N. Y., who died io September of 
the same year, In 1858 he married 
Miss Sophia B. Palmer, daughter of 
the late Simeon Palmer of Buston. She 
died Dec, 25, 1891. To them were boro 
five children, Asa Palmer, Emmelyn L., 
Saban Hayward (deceased), Harriet C. 
and Mary Sophia Palmer.
